17 ESCAPE AS BRIDGE BREAKS 
AND LETS BUS THROUGH 


Seventeen persons narrowly escaped 
serious injury late yesterday when a 
bridge in the rear of Stanford Uni- 
versity campus collapsed under the 
weight of a San Francisco sight-see- 
ing bus. 

One woman, who leaped as_ the 
structure collapsed, suffered minor in- 
juries. 

The others, all passengers in the bus, 
escaped when the front wheels of the 
huge vehicle clung to the standing 
portion of the bridge. 

The bridge has long been a subject 
of dispute between San Mateo and 
Santa Clara counties, neither county 
being willing to accept the cost of its 
repair.

The arrest of Furman came as 4 
surprise to members of the police de- 
partment and to others in official life, 
by whom Furman has been regarded 
as an officer beyond reproach. 

It was because of this high reputa- 
wonderful spirit that they showed tion for honesty and integrity that 
during the season. Furman in the past had been entrust- 
El Roble Blanco, Menlo Scool ed with important and _ responsible 
work in the department. His reputa- 
tion and record are splendid. He has 
been and is now assigned to investi- 
gate the drug traffic in San Francisco. 

Portions of Furman’s denial of the 
charges were corroborated today be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Francis Krull by Captain John J. 
O'Meara of the police department. 

Krull allowed both Furman and 
Pedro to go on their own recogniz- 
ance. Lardo, who previously had been 
released on his own recognizance, is 
said to have failed to keep his promise 
to report to government authorities 
and now is being sought. 

According to federal officials, A. A. 
Elliott, United States internal revenue 
inspector, had trailed Pedro since the 
latter part of last month. On October 
29, it is said, Elliott saw Pedro enter 
an automobile with Furman at Fifth 
and Harrison streets. Elliott approach- 
ed, showed his badge, and ordered 
Furman out of the machine. 

Furman is said to have had a can 
of opium in his hand. 

Elliott then ordered Furman to ac- 
company him before E. C. Yellowley,

DETECTIVE FURMAN 
EXONERATED; COURT 
SCORES PROSECUTION 


Detective Sergeant Thomas Furman 
of the neutrality squad was complete- 
ly exonerated today by United States 
Court Commisioner Francis Krull 
from the charges of being in cahoots 
witih opium and morphine smugglers. 

The charges against Furman, pre- 
ferred by A. A. Elliott, internal reve- 
nue agent, of “assisting in the im- 
portation of opium,’ were dismissed, 
and the court commissioner read a 
curtain lecture to the revenue men 
and the police for their failure to co- 
operate properly in the pursuit of their 
duties. 

FURMAN OWN ATTORNEY 

Sergeant Furman appeared as his 
own attorney at the hearing before 
Krull. 

He cross examined all witnesses 
against him, and proved conclusively 
to the satisfaction of the commission- 
er that he was the victim of an out- 
rageous misunderstanding between the 
revenue men and the police. 

Furman’s story was corroborated by 
his own chief, Captain John J. O’- 
Mara, by Albert Christ, a detective 
working with Furman in the pursuit 
of drug addicts and peddlers, and by 
George C. Jones, proprietor of the Pa- 
cific States Hotel, who had been told 
beforehand of the trap set by Furman 
to capture a ring of drug vendors. 

FEDRO SOLE WITNESS 

The only witness against Furman 
was Pete Pedro, the man whom Fur- 
man was trying to catch, and in whose 
company the officer was when arrest- 
ed by Elliott. 

In dismissing the case Commissioner 
Krull said: 

There has not been co-opera- 


tion between the police officers 
and the government agents, and 
as a result some very foolish 


things have happened. 

Turning to Furman, the commis- 
sioner added: “You have borne a good 
reputation and stand high in this 
community. 

“Your superior officer, Captain O’- 
has stated under oath that 
you had explained your whole plan for 
catching the drug sellers, and just 
what you were doing, and others have 
corroborated your own story. This is 
an unfortunate affair in every way.” 

WITNESS NOT BELIEVED 

The commissioner then addressc 
himself to Wilford Tully, assistant 
United States district attorney, prose- 
cuting the case and said: “I cannot 
accept the evidence of the man, Pedro, 
a confessed drug vendor, against Mr. 
Furman and his witnesses. I would 
not believe Pedro on the stand, and I 
find no warrant for holding this offi- 
cer,” 

Commissioner Krull then ordered 
Pedro, the accusing witness, held and 
raised his bonds to $1000. 

Sergeant Furman was arrested by 
Elliott last Monday at Fifth and Har- 
rison streets while Furman was driv- 
ing in a car with Pedro. 

Elliott demanded from Furman what 
he was doing and Furman declined to 
tell him. Elliott then demanded to 
what Pedro had given to Furman, 
and again Furman declined to tell him. 

ELLIOTT FINDS OPIUM 

Elliott then tore the cushion from 
the front seat of the auto and found 
there a tin of opium. Elliott then 
arrested Furman. Furman _ protested 
against the arrest, telling Elliott he 
had no right to place him under ar- 
rest. 

Pedro then involved Furman, saying 
he had accepted the opium and also 
$250 in cash to square the case. 

Furman admitted he had taken both 
the opium and the money, but only as 
a bait to lure Pedro on and discover 
where Pedro and Pete Lardo, said to 
be Pedro’s drug smuggling associate, 
kept their large cache of drugs. He 
maintained Elliott’s appearance on the 
scene was premature and merely 
sprung his trap before he had his vic- 
tims securely caught. 

At the hearing it developed that 
Furman had told Captain O’Meara 
about the $250 and had turned the 
money at police headquarters to the 
property clerk the day after he re- 
ceived it.

THE HOOVER R FOREIGN POLICY 


The foreign polcy of the Hoover administration may already be recogniz- 
ed as a definite, constructive, co- -operative program for the promotion of friend- 
ly diplomatic and commercial relations with all nations. The appointment of 
Stimson to the post of Secretary of State, the continuation of Morrow methods 
in Mexico, and the rumored appointment of Charles G. Dawes as ambassador to 
Great Briton are evidence of the superior personnel of this department. That 
the policies of the new Republican chief executive will be equally superior js 
aiso becoming apparent. 

The just and expeditious policy used in meeting the complications caused 
by the rebellion in Mexico will be given the applause of all Americans who 
wish to see in that nation the maintenance of law and order, the peop 


of education and health, and the protection of business and industry essential 
to the political, social and economic progress of any self- governing people. = 
the Federal forces under Calles advance and the rebels under Escobar retreat it 
is becoming obvious that public opinion in the republic south of the Rio Grande 
is with the party in power. The immediate assistance of the United States 
in placing an embargo on all war supplies not going to the Federals has expe- 
dited the crushing of a rebellion that might have caused untold loss of fife 
and property. 

More far reaching in importance to the world in general is the approval 
of the Root plan for the entry of the United States into the World Court by 
the recent conference in Geneva.. It is true that the Senate must ratify the 
protocol as must some forty nations, but even so it places the United States 
in a more favorable position internationally. The achievement of Elihu Root, 
octogenarian statesman, merits commendation and praise. The United States 
should be a member of the court for the original conception of such a body 
originated in this country. John Bassett Moore was one of the judges and now 
Charles Evans Hughes is a judge. The entry of the United States into the 
World Court, if achieved, will be a great forward step. 

There are still many international problems to solve. 
these is that of reparations and war debts.
